together  in  Merlini  Lounge  and  the 
Music  Department.  Both  functions 
were  well  attended. 

After  lunch  the  Homecoming 
decorations  were  judged  by  the  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Alumni  Association. 
The  individual  halls  and  clubs  went 
to  great  effort  to  decorate  the 
campus.  But  the  blustering  winds 
raised  havoc  with  the  displays. 
Consequently,  the  students  built 
and  rebuilt  their  projects,  but 
much  of  their  work  was  to  no  a- 
vail.  When  the  judges  made  their 
final  decision,  there  were  only  ten 
projects  still  recognizable. 

Halas  Hall  won  first  prize  in  the 
upperclass  division  with  their  Car¬ 
dinal  Broiler.  Drexel  Hall  won  the 
underclass  division  but  later  for¬ 
feited  because  they  had  not  com¬ 
plied  with  the  rules.  The  club 
prizes  went  to  the  Xavier  Hall 
seminarians,  the  Engineering  Club, 
and  the  Columbian  Players. 


The  Homecoming  football  game 
was  one  of  the  week-end  highlights. 
Saint  Joseph’s  played  host  to  the 
Ball  State  Cardinals.  Both  teams 
were  winless.  Consequently,  each 
team  wanted  to  win  all  the  more. 

In  the  first  half,  both  teams  had 
several  chances  to  score  but  the 
high  winds  and  the  miserable  cold 
caused  the  backfield  men  to  fumble 
and  throw  the  ball  off-target.  Thus, 
the  game  at  half  was  tied  0-0. 

At  halftime  the  President  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  Joseph  Mc¬ 
Grath,  welcomed  his  fellow  alumni 
and  asked  them  for  support  in  in¬ 
creasing  the  prestige  and  excel¬ 
lence  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 

Next  the  1961  Homecoming

The  queen  was  Miss  Sandra 
Selenik  and  her  attendants  were 
Miss  Sheila  Brennan  and  Miss  Jean 
Plantant.  Miss  Selenik  was  crown¬ 
ed  by  the  President  of  the  Senior 
Class,  LaiTy  McKay.  The  queen 
reigned  over  the  afternoon  cocktail 
party  and  the  dance  in  the  even¬ 
ing. 

The  Marching  Puma  Band  put  on 
one  of  its  best  performances  in  sa¬ 
luting  the  alumni  with  several  se¬ 
lections,  including  the  Alma  Mater. 
This  ended  the  halftime  celebra¬ 
tion. 

Again  in  the  second  half  of  the 
football  game  both  teams  had  more 
than  one  chance  to  score  but  fum¬ 
bles  and  interceptions  made  it  im¬ 
possible  for  the  Pumas.  The  only 
score  came  in  the  third  quarter 
when  Ball  State  intercepted  a  stray 
Puma  pass,  setting  up  the  only 
touchdown.  The  conversion  was 
good  when  the  Cardinal  right  half¬ 
back  ran  around  the  Saint  Joe 
right  end  for  two  points.  This  was 
the  end  of  the  scoring.  The  Cardin¬ 
als  had  won  their  first  ball  game 
8-0.

The  Alumni  Board  of  Directors 
held  their  Homecoming  meeting 
October  14  in  the  St.  Joe  Library 
Conference  room.  Eight  directors, 
the  Alumni  Secretary,  and  five 
guests  were  present. 

With  this  fine  attendance,  a 
great  deal  of  business  was  conduct¬ 
ed.  Mr.  Joe  Moore  reported  on  the 
activity  of  the  St.  Louis  Chapter. 
Dr.  Louis  Abbott  reported  that  the 
solicitation  for  funds  in  the  Five 
County  Area  Chapter  was  a  suc¬ 
cess. 

Martin  Knapp,  President  of  the 
Dayton  Area  Chapter,  indicated 
that  the  Dayton  Chapter  is  being 
reorganized  and  that  a  new  con¬ 
stitution  is  in  the  process  of  being 
written  and  approved  by  the  mem¬ 
bership.

Appoint  Schmidt 
College  Trustee 

John  Schmidt,  former  financial 
vice-president  and  secretary  of  Ar¬ 
mour  and  Company,  was  appointed 
to  the  St.  Joseph’s  College  board 
of  lay  trustees  recently. 

Schmidt’s  appointment  increased 
the  board  to  20  members. 

A  resident  of  Beverly  Hills  in 
Chicago,  Schmidt  served  Armour 
for  45  years  before  retiring  in  1959 
at  the  age  of  62. 

Schmidt  also  served  scouting  in 
the  Chicago  area  for  25  years.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  National  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  the 
National  Catholic  Committee  on 
Scouting,  the  Serra  Club  of  Chica¬ 
go,  and  Controllers  Institute  of 
America. 


The  Halleck  Student  Center  is 
now  one  step  closer  to  reality  for 
St.  Joseph’s  College.  As  of  Novem¬ 
ber  7,  the  ground  was  broken  and 
construction  begun. 

Representative  Charles  A.  Hal¬ 
leck  of  Rensselaer,  who  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  obtaining  a  $1,500, 
000  loan  from  the  HHFA,  was  pres¬ 
ent  for  the  ceremony  and  turned 
the  first  ground  for  the  new  activ¬ 
ity  center.  It  is  being  constructed 
between  Noll  and  Bennett  halls 
in  the  circle  off  the  main  drive. 
When  completed,  this  building  will 
be  the  center  of  all  non-academic 
student  activities  on  campus. 

Nearly  300  people  attended  the 
groundbreaking  ceremonies.  Father 
Leonard  Kostka,  chaplain  of  the 
college,  blessed  the  grounds  and 
after  brief  talks  by  Mr.  Halleck 
and  Father  Raphael  Gross,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  College,  the  construc¬ 
tion  was  officially  begun  with  the 
turning  of  the  first  shovel. 

Besides  Mr.  Halleck,  after  whom 
the  Center  will  be  named,  break¬ 
ing  ground  were  Father  Gross, 
Father  Karl  Kielsmeier  of  the 
Board  of  Laj-  Trusteeo,  Mr.  Joe 
McGrath,  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  Dennis  Mudd,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Student  Council,  Father 
John  Lefko,  Director  of  Develop¬ 
ment,  and  the  various  contract 
winners  for  the  construction  of 
the  Halleck  Student  Center. 

Since  the  loan  was  granted  in 
October,  1960  by  the  HHFA,  over¬ 
all  construction  has  progressed 
steadily.  By  February,  1961  pre¬ 
liminary  drawing  made  by  Frank 
Fischer  and  associates  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  College. 

The  plans  were  submitted  as  re¬ 
quired  to  the  HHFA  and  accepted. 
They  were  then  presented  to  the 
student  council  in  the  late  spring 
for  any  suggestions  from  the  stu¬ 
dent  body.  They  were  then  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  C.PP.S.  Community 
during  the  summer. 

Seven  construction  bids  for  the 
project,  ranging  from  $2,700,000.00 
to  $2,900,000.00,  were  first  received 
on  September  26  by  Father  John 
Lefko,  Director  of  Development, 
but  none  were  accepted.  After  a 
second  set  of  bids  were  submitted, 
the  contracts  were  awarded.  The 
bids  included  the  construction  of 
a  Faculty  house  (cf.  page  3)  along 
with  the  center  and  were  award¬ 
ed  as  such. 

The  Superior  Construction  Com¬ 
pany  of  Gary  has  received  the  con¬ 
tract  for  the  general  construction 
of  the  building.  The  Morrison  Co. 
of  Hammond,  mechanical  contract¬ 
ors,  has  received  the  contract  for 
the  installation  of  the  plumbing, 
heating,  ventilation  and  air  condi¬ 
tioning  equipment.  The  Rensselaer 
Electric  Co.  has  been  named  to  do 
the  electrical  work  for  the  center. 

Father  William  Eilerman  report¬ 
ed  that  the  construction  of  the 
building  will  require  approximate¬ 
ly  20  months.  When  completed,  the 
student  center  will  house  the  cafe¬ 
teria,  student  council  offices,  stu¬ 
dent  publications  offices,  alumni 
office,  book  store  and  the  Dean  of 
Men’s  Office.  Also  included  will  be 
a  snack  bar,  TV  room,  general 
lounge  area,  recreation  and  game 
area,  and  general  purpose  rooms

usable  for  class  and  club  meetings, 
etc. 

The  present  recreation  hall  will 
then  be  converted  to  the  music  de¬ 
partment  while  the  present  music 
department  will,  as  tentatively 
planned,  be  used  to  enlarge  the 
library  and  provide  more  classroom 
space. 

Mr.  Halleck,  the  Republican  mi¬ 
nority  leader  in  the  U.  S.  House  of 
Representatives,  has  “always  pos¬ 
sessed  a  lively  interest  in  St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s.”  He  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Lay  Trustees  for 
eight  years.  And  twice  he  has  giv¬ 
en  addresses  here,  the  second  time 
receiving  the  honorary  LL.D.  de¬ 
gree.  His  father,  Abraham  Lincoln 
Halleck,  once  taught  commercial 
law  at  St.  Joseph’s.

Pumas  Finish  1961  Season  With 
1-7  Record,  Last  in  Conference 


The  St.  Joe  Pumas  of  1961  have  completed  a  rather  long  season 
with  a  record  of  1-7.  A  lack  of  experience  (24  new  men  and  only  8 
returning  lettermen)  and  lack  of  depth  were  considerable  factors  in 
one  of  the  poorest  showings  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

A  highly  spirited  Puma  Team  met  the  Hillsdale  Dales  of  Michigan 
on  September  16  for  the  season  opener.  Neither  were  these  spirits 
dampened  when  the  Dales  scored  twice  in  the  first  few  minutes  of  play. 
The  Pumas  managed  to  hold  them  in  their  own  territory  well  into  the 
fourth  quarter,  but  key  fumbles  cost  the  Pumas  two  more  touchdowns. 
The  final  score  was  Hillsdale,  28  and  St.  Joe,  7. 

In  their  ICC  debut  and  second  game  of  the  season,  the  Pumas  met 
the  Crusaders  of  Valparaiso  on  the  wind  swept  St.  Joe  field.  After 
a  scoreless  first  quarter,  Valpo,  with  the  wind  at  their  backs  and  hold¬ 
ing  the  Pumas  deep  in  their  own  territory,  tallied  a  safety  and  two 
touchdowns  during  the  second  and  third  quarters.  The  fourth  quarter 
the  Pumas  made  their  move  but  all  too  late,  scoring  but  once.  The
